A busy growing nation such as ours 
certainly requires 
internal improve­ 
ments to keep pace w ith its prosperity. 
Our prosperity is measured by indus- j 
trial activities and such activities are j 
scattered in all parts of 
our 
great; 
commonwealth. 
There are several essentials to pro­ 
mote this growth, and one of the chief 
of these is that of good roads or high 
w ays. 
Investigations have shown that the 
average horse can exert at a walking 
pace a traction pull of about one- 
eighth to one-tenth his weight. 
As­ 
suming this to be about the correct 
value, what effect will the 
kind of 
road have upon the load the horse is 
able to pull? 
On an asphalt pavement it requires 
30 to TO pounds pull to move one ton, 
on a sand road IOO to 200 pounds pull 
to move the same road. 
We might 
conclude that the limits are 30 to 250 
pounds for the best to the poorest 
surface. 
This one horse, say of 1,500 
pounds weight, could draw a load of 
five tons on the smooth asphalt pave­ 
ment and only 1,200 pounds on the 
soft sand road. These figures are only 
approximately correct since they are 
average values, but sufficiently close 
to give us some idea of the relative 
value of good and poor road surfaces. 
Before any district or state can fully 
realize the value of good roads, spe­ 
cial action on its part must he neces­ 
sary. This action must embrace three 
things; a non political 
organization, 
whose purpose is to provide good 
roads; a practical 
and 
economical 
construction, and maintenance. 
There should be one or more good 
business men on the hoard of control.

PAPER POT IS INEXPENSIVE 


Little Device Easily Made and Suc­ 
cessfully Serves Many Purposes 
In Starting Seeds. 


Here is a little device, so inexpen­ 
sive and so easily made, ami which 
successfully serves so many purposes 
in starting seeds and plants, 
that 
every one should avail himself of its 
help. 
Take a piece of stiff paper (not 
necessarily cardboard) and on it draw 
two circles, one within the other; the 
outer circle should be six inches ra­ 
dius, and the inner one three. 
Cut 
out the portion of paper inside the 
smaller circle, and trim to the line 
of the outer circle, thus having a 
shape like a 
doughnut. 
Cut 
this 
round piece of paper into three equal 
arcs (or it may be halved for large

plants). Use one of these parts as a 
pattern, and cut as many like it as 
you want. 
On one end of the arc cut into the 
outer end, three-quarters of an inch 
from the end, a slit half way across 
the paper; on the other end cut the 
same from the inner edge. Then bend 
the strip and lock the silts together 
to hold each other as fastenings to the 
pot. 
The little paper pot will be bottom­ 
less and will have set in sand or soil, 
whichever is to be used as ground to 
grow' the things in, and filled as any 
pot, putting the seed, cutting or plant 
it in the usual way. 
The soil into which 
the pot 
is 
plunged must, 
of course, 
be 
kept 
moist. When the plant is ready to be 
shifted to a larger, or transplanted, 
the paper can be torn off, leaving the 
hall of soil undisturbed, and the plant 
will feel no shock of removal. 
Many plants cannot stand trans­ 
planting by the usual way, and for 
such these little paper pots are found 
to be invaluable. Give them a trial.—

way in which the plant diseases a r e ! 
handled. 
In 
general, plant 
diseased 
may be described as including all rots, 
molds, blights, mildews, rusts, smuts 
and spots of various kinds. 
Many of 
these depreciate the value of the yield 
or cause its loss during storage 
Leat 
spots, blights, etc., reduce the amount 
of green matter of the leaf, and there­ 
by reduce the starch-making power of 
the leaf. 
The purpose of th e leaf 
is 
to produce starch, to nourish the wood, 
twigs aud fruit of following months 
: ltd years, 
lf the 
gre< n 
portion of 
the leaf and its starch-producing pow­ 
er be destroyed future yields must suf­ 
fer accordingly. 
There are several hundred serious 
and injurious plant diseases. Of these 
many can 
be 
prevented by 
proper 
treatment, although, of course, there 
are many others for which no 
satis­ 
factory treatment is known. 
Wherever fruit or truck crops 
ara 
raised commeicially we now find that 
spraying forms par. of the care of the 
crop just as much 
as 
does 
tillage, 
pruning and 
fertilizing. 
Spraying is 
a necessity to the profitable growth of 
these plants. 
Many people object to 
the idea of spraying, saying that their 
grandfathers could 
raise 
abundant 
good fruit without spraying. This may 
be true, but we of today cannot do it. 
Discases have increased in number. 
Many have been imported 
into 
this 
country from foreign countries. 
Dis­ 
eases which prevailed in only one or 
a few' states now 
spread 
over 
the 
whole United States. 
Diseases whicn 
were formerly trifling in injury have 
increased to be very injurious, so that 
the crop producer of today must face 
the fact that to raise profitable crops 
he must take steps to prevent 
plant 
diseases. 
In many instances an out­ 
lay of a few cents gives a return of 
several 
dollars. 
Orchards 
entirely 
useless are frequently made product­ 
ive by proper treatment. 
Every far­ 
mer should Rain knowledge 
concern 
ing Hie chief diseases of His crops, and 
should equip himself to fight them.

The Busy Bee. 


There is no domestic animal or 
fowl that pays us as big dividends as 
the honey bee. 
She works for noth­ 
ing, boards 
herself, 
supports 
her 
queen and the royal male harem, fer­ 
tilizes the blossoms for miles around, 
and 
frequently 
furnishes 
us 
with 
enough honey in one year to buy the 
entipe hive, bees and all, twice over. 
Hives of bees are frequently kept in 
large cities, as well as in the country. 
We have seen a number of hives on 
roofs of buildings, etc., where the own­ 
ers had no other space available, aud 
the bees will do just as well there as 
on the ground provided the hives are 
shaded from the hot sun. 
Your success in keeping bees de­ 
pends upon one main factor, and that 
is the food supply. They gather their 
food in the form of nectar and pollen 
from all sorts of blossoms. 
The nec­ 
tar is eaten by the bee, undergoes cer­ 
tain changes, 
and 
is stored in the 
comb as finished honey. 
The pollen 
is treated in a somewhat similar man­ 
ner, and is worked over into bee bread 
with which the young are fed. A fairly 
constant succession of flowering plants 
must be available for your bees, and 
there must be enough of these flowers 
so 
that the bees can gather more 
honey than they need. Remember that 
you don’t get any honey until the 
bees have all they need. 
You get the 
surplus only. 


Before you buy a hive of bees look 
over tho territory within a radius of ! 
a mile and size up the feeding posst- j 
bilities. 
lf there are 
considerable I 
amounts of clover you are safe. Sweet 
clover, fruit trees and bushes, bass­ 
wood and mustard, buckwheat and flax 
are heavy honey bearers. 
Of course, 
ornamental flowers do their share, but 
they are of much less importance. 
If you find plenty of feed without 
too much competition from other bee 
keepers, your next step is to secure a 
good standard beehive with a stroll? 
colony of Italian be* s and a tested Ital 
ian queen. The eight frame Langs troth 
hive is ail excellent one for the begin 
ner. 
While your bees might be se 
cured cheaper from some farmer, it is 
easier to have them come right in the 
j hive at the start. 
The complete out 
fit will cost about $15. 


Most people can handle Italian bees 
without the slightest danger of getting 
stung, after a little practice. 
Before 
then, it is well to use a bee veil anc 
; tie your sleeves tightly. 


Your colony will increase from one 
to five hundred per cent, each year 
and 
each colony will produce from 
fifteen to a hundred pounds of honey 


I depending upon the season, 
it will 
' not take ten minutes a week to care 
for them, but you must spend a lot 
more time than that watching them 
j as they are most interesting in theii 
I habits.

Shelter for Feed. 
it will pay to shelter the dairy feed 
just as much as it pays to shelter the 
dairy cows. 
Barns and silos save feed 
enough in a short time to pay for them­ 
selves. 
Rough feed is not going to be 
as cheap every year as it was during 
the winter of 1912-13. 


Use a covered milk pail. 
The heavy milker must also be a 
heavy eater. 
Rubbing witch hazel on a caked ud­ 
der will often relieve it. 
After dirt has once gotten into milk 
it can never be entirely strained out. 
Sympathy goes a long way in get­ 
ting best results from dairy cows. 
The curry comb will do much *o 
help the feed in improving the appear­ 
ance of the herd. 
Milk scales aud the tester will be a 
certain standard by which the cows 
may be measured. 
The calves should have a 
good 
growing ration if thy are expected to 
grow’ into large cows. 
Hurrying the cows when handling 
or driving them does not stimulate the 
milk flow but rather has the opposite 
effect. 
The greater the variety and the 
richer the feeds given cows, the more 
and better manure can be had from 
the heard. 
The cow is a machine and a pro­ 
ducer that can be made to do a great 
deal toward enriching her owner if 
properly handled. 
A gallon of 20 per cent. Cfpam will 
produce 17 pounds of butter fat. 
In a 
gallon of cream testing 30 per cent, 
there are 2% pounds of fat. 
The feed that is wasted represents 
a waste of money also. 
Some people 
do not realize this, specially if that 
feed happens to be home grown.
